“It is dificult sometimes to convince 
our hearer# that the prairie is natural- 
ly a tree country and that trees can 
be grown. One man during a discus- 


{sion remarked: “If God meant trees to 


grow. on: the prafrie, why Were’ they. 


not here when we arrived?” and this 


Same doubt unfortunately has. led a 
great many people to. believe that 
trees cannot be successfully grown on 
the prairie. . The, fact that they did 
not find trees on the” prairie jwhen 
they. came there seems to be “proot 
enough that trees won't grow, i 

Why the prairie is treeless has beén 
discussed on niimerous o¢casions and 
experts shave suggested various rea 
sons, Of all I have heard, the most 
likely explanation is that fires were 
undoubtedly the cause. In the first 
place it is not known how these fires 
started, though itis said the: Indians 
were the cause of a great many, They 
used to set fire to the prairie in the 
fall of the year after the buffalo had 
migrated south, so that the nice fresh 
green grass in the spring would tempt 
the buffalo nearer home. Without a 
doubt these fires didn’t stop, where 
Mx. Indian started them, and the re- 
sult, of course, was disastrous to any, 
permanent growth appearing on the 
prairie. Now that the country is set- 
tled, one hears léss and less’ of the 
prairie fire menace; in fact, it has 
practically disappeared: except for a 
few isolated cases, 

The result now is that the treed are 
coming back on the prairie, and very 
rapidly, too, in the form of the aspen 
poplars, which are-appearing in bluffs 
of various sizes, ~ Old residents tell 
us that thirty-five years ago there 
were no treeg on the prairie west of 
Brandon excepting in the river. bot- 
toms and sloughs. Now you have to 
travel as far west as the outskirts of 
Regina before you are out of sight of 
these bluffs. The spread from the 
north has been equally rapid, and the 
trees are well south of the C.N.R,:Ed- 
monton-Saskatoon line and travelling 
fast. From the west the advance is 
coming. on, too, and trees are reported 
at various places where there was 
none a few years back. . In fact, even 
in the central. parts' of the prairie 
small: bluffs are appearing, the seed

And all this has taken place 
during the past few years, as few of 
these trees are over twenty. years old, 
as can be seen on examination. This, 
too, despite the fact that the west has

the two-cent stamp tax on receipts given for amounts of ten dollars and over, 
and recently an atteript*was made to stampedé the Dominion Government into 
refraining from putting this tax into effect on January Ist as it was authoriz- 
ed to do by Parliament at {its last- session, this attempt taking the form of an 
“organized deluge of telegrams of protest. addresséd to the Primé Minister and

Whatever may be-said for or agattist this particular tax, it is neither new 
in principle nor, as a thatter of"fact, new in this particular form. Stamp 
taxes on receipts are in vogue In many countries. -They are not even new 
in Canada, because, many years ago: before the war laid such a huge burden 
of debt on the Doniinion, this form of taxation was in effect... When the 
bSlamp tax on cheques was inaugurated, there were complaints; and these were 
renewed when the graduated cheque tax based on the amount for whith a 
cheque is drawn was put into force. 

As a matter of fact, whenevet any system of direct taxation.is adopted 
there is public complaint, although, when the subject of taxation is discussed 
in the abstract, nine out of.ten people will be found to frankly admit that | 
direct taxes are the fairest and least expensive form of taxation, .Thé trouble 
fe that, in the case of direct taxes, people know they are paying taxes, where- 
as-when the taxation is imposed through indirect methods people are in ignor- 
ance of the amount of taxes they are paying, and frequently d6 not realize 
they are paying taxes at all. It is for this reason that indirect taxation is 
always popular with politicians, even though the result is to impose heavier 
taxation than is necessary, and, worse still, even though other people are en- 
abled to increase thelr personal profits at the expense of the tax-paying” pabite 
‘without the public treasury reaping the benefit. 

When a4 nian draws a cheque for fifty dollars or less and places a two-cent 
stamp on it he knows that the Dominion treasury has benefited to the full ex- 
tent of the tax thus pald by him, ‘The same thing is true of the receipt tax. 
No private or third party can get any rake-off. The taxpayer pays and the 
Government get tlle whole amount he pays. The same holds. true of the 

* postage stamps he places_on letters or copii the stamp tax on matches; 
, and the taxes paid on incomes, 

But when a man buys an imported. article ‘in a. store .costing one dollar | 
and upon which a Customs duty is levied he, as a rule, considers’ he is merely 
- paying the proper selling price of the article. _ He does not, and in the major- | 
ity of cases cannot, figure out how much of that dollar tepresents the actual | 
value of the article in question, and how much has been added on account of 
the tariff. Least of all does he know how fauch of the added price because | 
of the tariff goes into the Dominion treasury and how much represents a 
super-tax imposed on him by the original importer, the wholesaler, jobber and 
fetailer.- Yet, if the article in question .has passed through several hands 
before reaching the ultimate purchaser, the chances are that the amount taxed 
such purchaser on the score of the tariff is from 50 to 75 per cent. greater 
than the Government receives, because each 
age of profit, not on the original cost, but on the cost plus the tariff..Thus the 
indirect tax paid by the consumer Increases like the proverbial snowball. | 

Furthermore, the imposition of an indirect. tax thrqugh.the medium of a 
Customs tariff makes it possible for the domestic manufacturer and producer | 
of articles of a class similar to the imported article to enhance the -selling ! 
“price of his untaxed goods toa figure approximating to the price Gf the im: | 
ported article. In all such’ cases the Government gets nothing at all in the; 
way of revenue, but the public are paying handsoinely just the Same. 

These things are not possible in the case of direct taxes, and it-is passing 
strange, therefore, that so many people criticize and, grumble over the pay- 
ment of a direct tax-—which, after all, comeés back to them in public service 
of one kind or ‘another—while at the same time viewing with a large degree 
of complacancy the more vicious, and lieavier, indirect taxes of which the 
Government receives but a part of the total. 

Direct taxes are infinitely preferable provided they are made as:simple as 
possible, and the method oftheir collection comparatively inexpensive. And 
what can be simplier than the affixing of-a stamp to a cheque or receipt, and 
what could be. cheaper—the cost to the Government being nil beyond the 
actual engraving and sale of the stamp. itselt. 

Undoubtedly it is a matter of education. Before the war Canada had no 
direct taxes, except excise levied on liquors, tobacco, etc, The Dominion’s | 
revenue was chiefly derived through Customs duties, and so Canadians..got- 
the idea they were the great untaxed nation of the world. Great Britain, on 
the other: hand, has always favored direct taxation, and it is admitted the 
world over that the British system is sound and- productive of great revenues 
‘to’the State. It is ‘well that Canada should, more and more, follow Britain's’ 
example. ‘At @ll events, our heavy war debt makes it imperative that: we do 
So for some considerable time at least.
